Smith Into a Duel. 


By Telegravh tothe Post-DISPATCH. 

ATLANTA, Ga., July 4.—A strong denuncl- 
ation of State Senator Smith, by Dr. West- 
moreland, published yesterday,is engaging the 
attention of the legislators who are assembling 
for the extra session which meets on Wednés- 
day. The Doctor’s card reads: 

‘*To the public: I had occasion, in my 
official capacity as physician of the Georgia 
Penitentiary, to require James M. Smith of the 
County of Oglethorpe to treat humanely and 
properly the sick convicts under his charge 
as one of the _ lessees. What 1 ha 
to do and did do is well known to 
every intelligent citizen of the State. As a re- 
venge for what I made bim do, he, onthe 18th 
of last April, together with his birelings, at- 


tacked me in the newspapers. I re- 
frained from taking any public no- 
tice of this matter simply because I 


thought this man would have the courage to 
amend a wrong when I gave him an oppor- 
tunity to seriously think over it, of, 
at least, being brave enough to 
attack me with a pen, he would have 
the courage to give me that satisfaction 
due from one gentieman to another. Our cor- 
respondence shows clearly the character of 
the mar. Ihave nothing left to do with him, 
and to brand him as a cowardly slanderer who 
will not hesitate, at a safe distance, to abuse a 
entleman, and when called to account covers 
Imself with any.technicality that is conven- 
ient. I denounce this man as wilfully and ma- 
liciously issuing and printing slanderson me, 
and as too cowardly to accord me a meeting. 
Respectfully, WILLIS F. WESTMORELAND.’’ 
It was known here that in December last Dr. 
Westmoreland, who is State cr physician, 
had summoned Col. Howard Williams from 
Montgomery, and had instructed him to de- 
mand satisfaction from State Senator Smith, 
who is a large lessee of convicts. The matter 
fell through for some reason, but yesterday’s 
developments make the whole matter plain. 
Williams sought Smith at his home, with the 
demand that he ——— him to some point 
outeide the State for consultation. Smith asked 
Williams how long it had been since the 
alleged insult had been given to Dr. West- 
moreiand. Ten months was the reply. Then 
said Smith, ‘‘I am entitled to just as much 
time in which to make my answer as it took 
Dr. Westmoreland to come to the conclusion 
that he had been insulted.’’ 
Ever since Williams has been vainly endeav- 
oring to secure ananswer from Smith, uatil 


the latter resorted to the plan of 
refusing to take the letters from 
the post-office Williams then used 


a plain enveloped, registered it, and having 
thus secured Smith’s receiptfor the delivery 
of the letter, turned the whole correspondence 
over to Westmoreland, who yesterday posted 
Smith as before mentioned. The entire cor-

Dr. Westmoreland’s Efforts to Draw Senator 
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A SHAM NOBLEMAN. 


THE BOLD VISCOUNT WHO “ABDUCTED* 
THE BEAUTIFUL COUNTESS DE CAMPOS. 


A True Account of the Spanish Heiréss’ 
Elopement With Viscount De La Cour 
De Garboueffi—Love at First Sight in a 
Church—A Willing Victim—The Auda- 
cious Lover a Piebeian and Ex-Govern- 
ment Clerk. 


Bpecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
PaRIS, July 4.—The story of the diappear- 
ance of Senorita Mercedes De Campos with 
M. Millivaque has suffered some very material 
changes siace it first startied and thrilled the 


Parisians. Some ot the boldest heroes created 


by the elder Dumas were commonplace fel- 
lows compered with the hidalgo brigand, or 
whatever he was, whoin broad daylight kid- 
napped in the Avenue Du Bois De Boulogne 
the daughter of Martinez Campos him- 
self, and heiress to a million and a 
half, not of francs but of dollars, a 
beauty of the perfeotOreole type and barely 
out ot her teens. As the story first had it, this 
audacious unknown, aided by masked men, 
seized the young woman, thrust her into a pri- 
vate carriage and drove off atarattling pace, 
leaving her astonished and circumvented 
duenna wringing her hands in despair. There 
were two theortes as to the identity of the bold 
abductor. One was that he was the young 
woman’s divorced husband, the Count De San 
Antonio; son of Marshal Serrano. But this 
theory was rejected as being altogether 
too commonplace. Thetheory which seemed 
suitable and satisfactory was that the 
audacious deed had been done by a French 
nobleman who was deeply in love with 
Senorita De Campos, and hoped by this 
coup to make an otherwise hopeless suit suc- 
cessful by placing the heiress in such a posi- 
tion that she and her family would consent to 
a marriage to avoid scandal. Of course, he 
hoped, ultimately, to win her love in some 
way, even if she should be so cold-hearted as 
not to be won by the audacity of his first pro- 
ceeding. In pursuance of this theory it was 
set forth that the abductor was 

A HANDSOME, DARK-FEATURED “TOUNG MAN, 

a Viscount, who had first seen and admired 
Senorita De Campos while she was absorbed 
in her devotions at church, that he had suc- 
ceeded in being presented to the young 
woman, but had been kept at an aggravating 
distance by the duenna, a veritable 
dragon. He, however, continued to make 
love through Dilletdoux folded among the 
blossoms of bouquets which, under the peace- 
ful cover of night, he flung on the lady’s 
balcony—of course she hada balcony. Ac- 
cording to this story Senorita De Campos’ 
faithful and elderly companion, when she re- 
covered from the stupor produced by the ab- 
duction, hastened tothe house of a brother- 
in-law of the heiress, the Count de Casa 
Monte, and by him she was hurried to the pre- 
fecture of police and thence tothe Spanish 
Embassy. She told herstory to the police and 
was positive thatthe lady had been spirſted 
away againsther will. She did not believe 
that the abductor was the young Viscount, but 
was sure he was a villain ot far deeper dye, a 
person whom she denounced to the police as 
having vowed that he would compel her mis- 
tress to marry him, eyen if he had to eompro- 
mise her and she greatly feared that this per- 
son would “‘try to ruin her reputation by 
boasting that he had committed some odious 
action. The Count De Casa Monte called 
upon Queen Isabella in company with the 
Marquis De Galifette, and the Queen promised 
to see that the crime should be thorougaly 
sifted.

The matter-of-fact and unromantic police 
were strongly inclined to the belief that the 
abduction of Senorita De Campos was not 
wholly involuntary on her part—a theory 
which was accepted generally with great re- 
luctance, though it proved to be far from 
destructive of the-romance connected with the 
case. The inspector who had charge of the 
matter was grieved to differ from Queen Isa- 
bella. But he discovered that the Senorita was 
not rudely torn from the side of the duenna, 


but was gently led to the. carriage; 
that she did not raise her hands 
appealingly and exciaim: ‘‘I am lost! 


I’m lost,’’ but appeared radiant and full of 
confidence, and that the abductor was one M. 
De La Cour De Garboeuff. Making the best of 
it, the romance-loving Parisians gathered in- 
teresting material about the elopement of the 
heiress with the Viscount De La Cour De Gar- 
boeuff, and the story came out in this shape. 
This young nobleman and aristocrat was the 
same who had fallen in love with Senorita De 
Campos upon seeing her in church at her de- 
votions, but he had made better headway in 
his suit than the duenna knew. He had 
urged the lady to elope; she had hesi- 
tated, and having hesitated, bad virt- 
ually consented. It had been arranged 
that the elopement was to be given the sem- 


blance of an abduction. And if she was agree- 
able to the abduction at the time and from the 
spot named by the Viscount, she was to signif 
that fact by wearing white instead of blac 
when she started out on that day with her 
duenna. The Viscount had written to her 
with what orthography and chirogaphy it was 
not stated: .

On the morning ofthe coup the story had it 
that a groom on horseback was posted near 
the lady's house in the Rue Christophor 
Columbo, to take note of the color of the 
gown in which Senorita De Campos appeared 
with her inevitable duenna. When the groom 
saw that the lad was in white he put spurs to 
his horse and carried the intelligence to the 
anxious Viscount. A friend of the nobleman 
also dashed up about the same time on a foam- 
ing steed, from the Arc De Triomphe, with the 
same information. Carriages and persons on 
horseback were waiting in the Avenue du Bois 
de Boulogne at the spot appointed. for the 
abduction, anda party of ladies and gentle- 
men, allies of the Viscount, were assembled to 
assist in 

THIS DELIGHTFULLY ROMANTIC BUSINESS. 

When Senorita De Campos arrived, striding 
demurely with her watehful duenna, one of 
these allies of the nobleman approacbed the 
dame de compagnie, and asked the privilege 
ofa word with her.

NO CAUSE FOR ALARM. 


AMERICAN RESIDENTS OF HONOLULU DENY 
RUMORS OF A REVOLUTION, 


Foreigners in Hawaii Net Satisfied With 
Some of the King’s Advisors—Extrava- 
gant Waste of Money—Kalakaua’s Weak- 
ness — Increase of Taxation —The New 
Loan—Mr, Damar s Statement. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, July 4.—Some Americans-living 
n Honolulu, and connected with commercial 
houses of the Hawalian Capital arrived in New 
York yesterday by the Cunard steamer Um- 
bria. A reporter called at the hotel where they 
were staying to get a little Hawaiian light 
upon the rumors of revolution there that have 
been telegraphed so freely from San Fran- 
cisco. Mr. Damar of the Honolulu banking 
house of Bishop & Co. said: “We can not 
give you any Hawalian news, because-we have 
just arrived from the opposite quarter.“ 

The reporter said he wanted to have their 
opinion upon two items of news particularly. 
The first was a letter from the commander ofa 
G. A. R. Post in Honolulu toa friend, a com- 
mander ot à G. A. R. Post in San Francisco, 
which contained this expression: We are 
waiting for arms to begin the racket.’’ The 
other item was the shipment of 3,000 stands of 
rifles and accompanying ammunition from 
San Francisco to Honolulu for, as was be- 
lieved, the Hawalian Government. Mr. Damar 
thought for some moments,.and then answered 
with great deliberation: As I understand 
the situation, the foreign members of the 
Honolulu community are not satisfied with 
some of the advisers of King Kalakaua’s Gov- 
ernment and are irritated by the expenditure 
of largesums of money for purposes whose 
utility has not been made clear to them. This 
has given rise to adesire among a portion of 
the foreign element to resist by force, if neces- 
sary. But there will be, I am quite sure, an 
amicable adjustment, because the good sense 
of the Hawaitan people and their accustomed 
obedience to constitutional methods, will be 
sufficient when backed up by the conserva- 
tive element of the foreign community to 


} prevent anything in the way of a serious mis- 


apprehension of funds or an appeal to for- 
eign intervention. 

What specially needless expenditure has 
annoyed the foreigners?’’ 

KALAKAUA’S WEAKNESS. a

THE RESULTS. 


PROF. HAZEN’S REPORT OF THE “WORLD” 
AND “POST-DISPATCH” BALLOON VOYAGE. 


The Scientific Observer States Some Inter- 
esting Facts—The Meteorological Obser- 
vations Illustrated by Diagrams—Tem- 
perature and Humidity of the Upper 
Eastern Current—The Highest Point 
Reached 15,730 Feet—A Rapid Ascent 
and Descent—H. Allen Hazen’s Report. 


Special Correspondence of the POsST-DISPATCiI. 

WasHINGTON, D. C., July 2.—On June 17, 
1887, at 4:26 p. m., amid the shouts of thousands, 
the largest balloon but one ever made in this 
country soared aloft from Sportsman’s Park 
in St. Louls. The following account of the voy- 
age and the scientific results attained are pub- 
lished for the benefit of those interested on 
that occasion and to put them in permanent 
form: 

At the outset it was determined to make the 
start from St. Louis and for the first time in 
the history of ballooning to await until the up- 
per currents indicated astrong tendency to- 
wards the east. It was also proposed that if 
possible the longest balloon record ever made 
should be exceeded, but it will be seen that this 
was prevented by untoward events beyond the 
control of the aeronaut. A careful study 
ofthe wind and clouds on Mount Washington 
had shown that on am average there were 
three days during the month of June whena 
velocity of sixty miles per hour from the west 
for twenty-four consecutive hours might be 
expected; so that Ha balloon could be kept 
afioat at 6,000 feet on one of these 
days, over 1,400 miles might be made. 
It was also determined that the proper condi- 
tions to insure such velocity and direction 
were a low pressure area to the east and high 
pressure tothe west. Alsothatthe least ad- 
vance would be made in the center of high 
pressure and westward motion would ensue if 
the high pressure were to the eastward. 

It is not necessary at the present time to 
give a detailed description of the atmos- 
pheric conditions that delayed the ascension 
from June ll to June 17 and moreover, these 
were so fully given at the time from day to 
Gay that no doubt many, ifnotall, remember 
them. Eachadlay there were made up three 
maps from the telegraphic observations 
of the Signal Service. These showed a 
persistent high pressure area to the east of the 
city and all interested could see by s-giance at 
the clouds that the upper ourrent moved 
slowly westward. On Wednesday, June 18, it 
was seen that these unfavorable conditions 
were soon to be broken bythe southward 
motion of the high area and dy 
the advent of n low pressure 
area from the Rocky Mountain region. On 
Thursday it was decided that although there 
would be a high surface wind, making infla- 
tion dimcult in the afternoon, yet it would be 
best to make the ascension the nextday. On 
Friday a statement was published that the 
lower wind would be from the southwest and 
the uppercurrent from the west. These views 
were strictly borne outon the voyage. Circu- 
lars and papers thrown out at heights above 
2,000ft. moved toward the northeast when 
they reached the surface wind. The direction 
of the balloon wes nearly due East from St. 
Louis, the larger portion of the time having 
been spent above 2,000 feet. 

It is not necessary to describe the delay at 
starting nor the painful injury to the aero- 
naut’s finger from the hgok of a ballast- bag. 
There were in the oar Mr. Moore, the aero- 
naut; Mr. Duffy, the chronicler; Mr. Doughty, 
the photographer and Mr. Hazen, the scientific 
observer. There were about 1,000 pounds 
baliast besides  oirculars, photographic 
and meteorological instruments, water, pro- 
visions and twelve carrier or homing pigeons. 
The start was at4:26, when many willing hands 
let go the car of the balloon, which easily 
soared aloft above the 30,000 spectators. 


Just after clearing the buildings near the 
park, the wind lulled for,a moment, causing 
the basket, which did not have the drag-rope 
hanging then, to suddenly fall. A collision 
with a tree seemed imminent, and about 400 
pounds ballastwere very hastily emptied. As 
a result the balloon very rapidly 
rose’ to 15;000 feet, making that height in 
twenty-two minutes from the ground. This 
rapid ascent could not have been avoided, 
under the oclroumstances, without a waste 
of gas, though it bad been proposed 
that. we should not go above .1,500 feet 
tl after nightfall at least. At the 
height of 12,000 geet the expansion of 
the gus iu that rare medium opened the neck 
of the balloon and large quantities of gas 
escaped. At starting, the balloon was only a 
neee morethan three-fourths full, and it is 
probabiethat when we began thedescent it was 
only one-half orahreo-üfths full. Besides this 
the ol, air, heaving & temperature 56 
degrees Yess than we experienced at 
the ground, cooled the whele mass of 


gas a great deal, The only unpleasant / 


sensation in this rapid-ascent was" caused by a 
fullnesstnthe ears<tuetoan expansion.of air 
in the ar passages as we reached the rarer 
upperair.

The air, though cool 
at the highest point, where we remained 
twelve minutes, yet did not seem uncomtort- 
able, because therewas no breeze.

could have been reached if the descent 
had been from a higher point, even. 
During this descent the sand thrown over 
seemed to disobey the usual law of gravity 
and struck the balloon thirty feet above our 
heads. This however, did not indicate that we 
were falling faster than sand. The matter 
that struck the balloon wasthe dust from the 


sand, which was easily oarried up by 
the current of air. The liberation 
of several bags of ballast needed to 


check the momentum acguired in this rapid 
descent served to carry the balloon up 6,300 
feet, which point was reacned at 6:33, and 
from there the balloon slowly descended 
toward the earth. 

As night was drawing near, and it would 
have been impossible to make a safe landing 
after nightfall, it was decided to land at 
the earliest favorable opportunity. The 
anchor was thrown out, but though it caught 
in a great many fences it did not stop us till a 
high and well-made board fence was reached 
on the farm of Mr. Pahim. This fence gave a 
partial stoppage (the anchor broke away ina 
moment), enabled Mrs. Pahim to pass the end 
of the drag-rope, about 400 feet 
longer than an anchor- rope, around an apple 
tree, and this held us fast at just 7:17. Aftera 
delay of more than an hour, during which the 
valve was held open and twenty men were 
trying to pull us down, we finally descended 
inacornfield. The place was Hoffman, III., 
seven miles from Centralia and fifty-four from 
St. Louis in an air line. The ‘distance had 
been traversed at a speed of about thirty 
miles per hour, allowing for delays at starting 
and landing as well as that due to the drag- 
rope running along the ground. 


A word or two may be in place here as to the 
management of such a great balloon. It is 
very plain that with a full balloon the rise at 
the firstshould not be more than 1,000 feet. 
It is a very difficult matter to gauge the rise 
and fall of a large balloon, in fact, up 
to the present time no balloon of 
over 100,000 cubic feet capacity has 
ever been navigated more than 
200 miles. Nowitis very evident that with a 
high wind it would be impossible to regulate 
the amount of ballast to be taken, and If in 
addition the drag-rope has not been let out, 
there is great danger of the balloon meeting a 


whirl or lull in the air, which will 
cause it to suddenly fall. Under 
the circumstances, then, it would scem 


a g000 plan to allow the balloon to rise to near 
‘the end of the drag rope, where it will be clear 
of every obstruction and where the amount of 
ballas@may be easily regulated. It should be 
noted that there were plain  indica- 
tions’ on landing that the rip-cord had 
been accidentally disturbed, and indeed it was 
known that during the excitement of the start 
a man had unwittingly grasped the rope as it 
was lashed back and forth by the high wind. 
It is probable that the hole was not very ex- 
tensive, cise the balloon would have speedily 
come to grief. Any danger of this kind, 
however, should be avoided with the most ex- 
treme care. It would seem entirely feasible 
to carry the cord across the inside of the bal- 
loon and there fasten it at half a dozen points 
each one nearer the neck; if, now, the cord 
has been disturbed, the fact can be easily as- 
certained by looking at the last point of 
attachment. 


= OBSERVATIONS AND RESULTS. 
The instruments employed were of the 
#implest kind and designed to give results at 
very short intervals, which would be very es- 
sential in case arapid up or down movement 
took place, in order to obtain changes 
in the atmospheric conditions. The aneroid 
barometer gave the approximate height above 
ground. The sling psychrometer, quite an 
old idea tn its parts, but only recently intro- 
duced as a double instrument in meteoro- 
logical work, gave the temperature and 
humidity of the air. This was used by 
standing up in the car and swinging outside 
as far as the arm could reach. The real point 


ot observation was a little below or above that 
of the aneroid, but thts conte eaetiv be atowed 


for. A compass was used for determining the 
direction. It was found that the direction of 
motion could be obtained accurately only by 
noting the bearing of a point three or four 
miles in advance of the balloon; then if we 
went north or south of that point the direction 
was given with accuracy, Observations were 
also made with a rainband spectroscope 
which confirmed the great lack of water vapor 
in the upper regions, as indicated also by the 
psychrometer. 

For purposes of study and comparison I 
have prepared Figlwhich gives the vertical 
path of the balloon, together with the tem- 
perature and relative humidity at each obser- 
vation. 

In this figure the horizontal scale indicates 

the time of observation and the vertical scale 
height. It will be noticed that the air was 
quite dry at the earth, but became moister till 
we reached a layer of mist at about 10,000 feet. 
This layer was 2,000 feet thick and from that 
point the relative humidity diminished very 
rapidly till it reached 29 per cent at the highest 
point. The values obtained at various heights 
in the rapid upward flight agree very well 
| with those in the descent and show that the 
siing psycbrometer is entirely satisfactory. 
The height of the cloud layer was very great 
and showed a clear dry air. It is of great im- 
portance that bis height and the thickness be 
measured repeatedly under different meteor- 
| ological conditions in order to correlate the 
two. 

Figure 2 contains five curves, the first two 
are of temperature the full line Indicating as- 
cending valves and the dotted descending. 
The coincidence of these curves is very gratify- 
ing. In one balloon voyage when a still ther- 
mométer was employed the difference in tem- 
perature between the rise and fall at the same 
point was 15 degrees. 

The last three curves in Fig. 2 have been 
constructed as follows: The vapor pressure at 
ground was taken as p and the same at differ- 
ent heights as p; the quotient obtained by di- 
viding p by p was used in the horizontal scale 
and the height on the vertical scale. The 
broken curve shows the valve rising and the 
crossed curve the same falling, while 
the broken and dotted curve shows 
the results obtained by Dr. Hann from thou- 
sande of observations either in balloons or on 
mountains. It will be noted that while Dr. 
Hann’s curve is concave upward the other 
two are convex. It will need many more ob- 
servations to establish the correctness of the 
later curve, but the discrepancy is highly in- 
teresting. The importance of obtaining the 
corréct curve cannot be overestimated from a 
scientific standpeint. 

Two pigeons were liberated on the voyage,and 
ten the next morning at Hoffman. The two 
Antwerps, after circling two or three times, 
alighted near by and began pecking at the 
message tied to the middie tailfeather. As far 
as known only one of the twelve returned 
home quickly. This wasaCrescent City pigeon 
that reached home a little after d a. m., flying 
at the rate of about forty miles per hour. 

It may be thought that these results, after so 
much expenditure of time and money, are 
very meager, but thisisnotso. I think they 
will be recognized a8 among the 
most valuable ever made. It is 
only by such hearty endeavors and at some 
expense that we can ever hope to learn the 
secrets ofthe air above us. Such knowledge 
will in time be of the utmost importance for 
the safety and comfort of the people.

Chosen by the Citizens—Excursions by 
Rail and River — Street-Cars, Railroad 
Trains and Steamboats Crowded With 
Pleasure-Seekers—Business Almost En- 
tirely Suspended— Patriotism Displayed 
on the Streets, inthe Suburbs and at the 
Parks. 


Another glorious Fourth has almost passed 

into the shadowy realms of the ‘‘things that 
were.’’ Thekind of niche it will occupy in 
memory-depends entirely on the owner of the 
memory. To nervous persons it will be a mad-

The pool tax was — lowered 
to $2,000, and at this rate some ty houses 
well up in the retail trade joined the pool and 
estadlished a jobbing trade. While the 
pool proved a more or less advantageous 
scheme for all parties, there were a few al- 
leged dishonest members who secretly broke 
the pool contract by selling directly tothe re- 
tail trade at pool prices, or by allowing special 
discounts, gifts and gratuities to jobbers, or 
otherwise broke faith with their 
colle es within the pool. Then, 
also, the outside manufacturers of a cheap 
Class of goods, made in imitation of the better 
qualities, were profiting by the pool arrange- 
ment to the extent of the difference between 
the jobbers’ and the retailers’ prices. 

The twenty-two pool houses embrace all the 
first-class manufacturers and some of the 
lesser ones. Their products of machine-made 
goods, which alone are included in the pool, 
amount to about $6,000,000a year and the 
thirteen outside make about}$2,000‘000. Stren- 
nous efforts have been made during the last 
three months for some of the pool houses to 
renew the poolagreement for another period, 
and in this they met with material encourage- 
ment from some outside manufacturers, 
who were anxious that the pool 
‘should continue, but unwilling to join. Some 
ofthe very largest houses determined, how- 
ever, that as the — could only be of benefit 
to them unless joined by substantially all the 
manufacturers, they would not renew their 
agreement unless all the important outsiders 
camein, and this the latter refused to do. 
Now it is every man for himself. 

A member of the firm of Fr. Beck & Co. gave 
m as his opinion that cheap goods would 
run upon for a season and would be sold at 
cost of manufacture or very little more, but 
goods of better quality would not be any 
cheaper. All manufacturers would deal direct 
with the retailer,and many of the jobbers would 
cease carrying stocks. Under the pool, man- 
ufacturers had been privileged to sell off their 
surplus stock in June and July at private sale 
and without regard ta pool prices. Although 
the fact was anticipated by the trade that the 
pool would terminate with the last of June, 
they had received better prices for their fine 
goods this year than they did last year under 
the pool. This indicated that there was 
a healthy demand for better class goods 
that were not oversupplicd, and proved 
that there would be no panic in tbat 
class of goods. Whether the pool would ever 
be re-established would depend upon the de- 
velopments of the ensuing year. , as he ex- 
pected, the guerrillas of the business were 
forced out, the pool would probably be re- 
stored; but ifever, it would be only when no 
one remained to draw sustenance, iike a bar- 
nacle, from the outside of the organization. 
This means a war onthe alleged barnacles, 
who are included among the small manufact- 
urers of a poorer class of goods.

HOW'THE DAY’ WAS CELEBRATED ON BOAT 
AND CAR. 


Four Excursions on the Mississippi—A Liter- 
ary Programme on Board the Hudson—

Old Sol made the excursions a big success. 
Persons who went to bed last night with 
the sound of the cooling rain in their ears, 
and with no intention of going onan excur- 
sion, changed their minds this morning after 
they had moved around getting their Fourth 
ot July breakfast and used up half a 
dozen handkerchiefs in mopping off the 
perspiration.

Big Crowds Leave This Morning, But no 
Regular Excursions, 


For the first Fourth of July in years there 
was not asolitary picnic train outof the Union 
Depot to-day. There were some extra excur- 
sion trains run by the railroads to Creve Cewur 
Lake and Forest Park, but not a single train 
taking out a picnic. Heretofore there have 
generally been a number of trains chartered 
on the Fourth by various organizations who 


gave picnics at different points on the roads 
on that day, nt for some reason no 
organization selected to-day for a picnic at 
any railroad point. The Hendricks Club bar- 
becue at Forest Park caused the Wabash to 
run a number of extra trains to that point, 
and hundred of people preferred reaching 
there in that manner to taking the street cars. 
Besides there were a number of small parties 
who went out to the park to nave little private 
icnics of their own. Trains were run out onthe 
fabash to the park at 8:20, 9:80, 10:18 and lia. 
m., and 12:40, 2,3, 4 and 5 p. m., and they all 
made stops at Twenty-second street, Jeffer- 
son, Ewing, Grand and Boyle avenue. 
Although there were no chartered picnic 
trains, there were thousands who left the de- 
ot for various places out on the roads. By 
ar the greatest number went to Creve Cœur 
Lake. The Missouri Pacificroad ran out trains 
on their regular Sunday time, 6, 8 and 9:30 
u. M., and 1:80, 2 and 4:25 p.m. Each train 
was made up of eight or ten coaches and was 
crowded to its utmost capacity, people fill- 
ing (he platforms and even stand- 
ing on the _ side-steps of the sum- 
mer cars. The trains provided were 
insufficient to accommodate the travel to the 
lake, as there were always a number of people 
left at the depot aiter each train pulled out, 
there not being any room for them on the cars. 
The St. Louis, Kansas City & Colorado also 
ran their regular trains, but they only run a 
few trains and take out only two coaches, 
one of them a half baggage and half 
passenger car. As a result, they of course 
oniy carried avery small percentage of the 
travel to the lake. This was the only road, 
however, which observed the day by decorat- 
ing. Its locomotive was gaily bedecked with 
flags and red, white and blue bunting, pre- 
senting a gala appearance. 

7 an arrangement with the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad Rev. N. H. Carper, pastor of the 
colored A.M. E. Church of Kirkwood sold 
special tickets from St. Louis to Kirkwood and 
retur® good for any train. A number of his 
St. Louis colored friends purchased them and 
together with his assistants, he cried them out 
at the depot and sold them to white and 
colored people alike who were anxious to 
make the ‘‘round trip for fifty cents.’’ The 
church got a percentage on every ticket sold. A 
number of small parties went out to Kirkwood, 
Webster, Laciede and other suburban points 
onthe Missouri Pacific. Queen's Lake, III., 
has always been a popular place for excur- 
sions, but the accommodation running there 
took out very-few passengers thie morning. It 
is safe to say thatfully two-thirds the excur- 
sionists who left the depot this 
morning went to Creve Cour Lake. 
If anything the percentage was greater. 
There were more women than men among the 
excursionists to the various pointe and their 
bright-colored picnic costumes lent quite a 
gala appearance to the dingy old depot. Stags 
were few, and nearly every man had a female 
partner and many ofthem had several ladies.

THE AMENDED SWAMP ANGEL. 

Or the value of the ‘‘swamp angel“ bill 
as amended and passed by both houses 
of the Legislature, we will be able to form 
a more accurate estimate after studying 
it iu the shape which it finally assumed. 
The factthat it was originally introduced 
as the ultimatum of railroad lobby con- 
cession, and thatin its amended form it 
was accepted by the shrewdest of the 
railroad maWagers as something bets 
ter than they would ever get if the 
issue were referred back to the 
people, makes it questionable whether the 
latter are to be congratulated or not.

When they fully 
recognize that fact they may voluntarily 
yieid;to a milder discipline than seemed 
to be called for while they were able to 
suppress all bills they did not fully ap- 
prove.

RETURNS of internal revenue collected 
during the first eleven months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year show a decrease of $2,980, - 
889 in receipts from spirits as compared 
with collections from the same source 
during the corresponding months of the 
preceding year. The receipts from fer- 
mented liquors show an increase of ,- 
014,043. The meaning of these figuresis that 
the total amount of domestic spirits taken 
out of bond for consumption decreased 
more than three million gallons in spite 
of the increase of population, while 
the consumption of beer, wine and other 
fermented liquors increased more than 
sixty million gallons. Thisis in line with 
a change that has been going on for more 
than forty years. Since 1840 the per capi- 
ta consumption of spirits has fallen off 
more than one-half and the per capita 
consumption of malt liquors has increased 
more than eight-fold. The American peo- 
ple are forswearing strong drink and ad- 
dicting themselves to milder potations.

Tun Pacific Railroad Commission has 
obtained some very valuable evidence at 
Omaha, both in regard to railroad manip- 
ulation of elections and legislation and in 
regard to the manifold complications of 
private business interests with railroad 
management. The President ot the 
Omaha and Grant Smelting and Re- 
fining Company testifies that it has 
received $570,112 in rebates from the 
Union Pacific, and that FRED L. Aurs and 
SyDNEY DILLON, two Union Pacific direct- 
ors, got $30,800 of this swag from the 
smelting company in the form of divi- 
dends on their alleged shares af smelting 
company stock.

The Sell-Out to the Railroads.

If the Legislature breaks up in a row, as now 
seems Only too likely, the people will know 
the reason why. They will nos be satisfied 
with the general statement that railroad in- 
fluences were too strong, or least of all, with a 
bogus law which will not tmprove matters 
and even make them worse, but will and shall 
know the details. 

The extra session was a glorious opportu- 
ity for good railroad iegisiation. The whole 
question was before the Senate and House, 
with no other business on hand to interfere 
with them in accomplishing the desired end. 
The wishes of the pubiic and the duty of the 
Legislature were as clear as a bell. Now, 
after spending a large sum of money for the 
tax-payers of the State, the Legislators fetch 
up at adjournment with absolutely nothing to 
show for it all. 

At a critical moment in the fight between the 
faithful on one side and the schemers and lob- 
byists on the other, Senator Vest pushes into 
the fray, not on the side of the people, butas 
a freebooter. He was afraid his attitude 
against the railroads in the last State conven- 
tion had hurt him, and Instead of hewing to 
the line like a man, he attempts to further his 
own little schemes, no matter how the 
people may suffer by it. In order to strengthen 
himself in the Southeast he suggested two or 
three trivial amendments and sent back to 
Jefferson Oity with his indorsement a bill 
which he knew, if he knows anything at all 
about railroad law,was a delusion anda snare. 
The stamp of Senatorial approval gave the 
weaker brethren an excuse to topple over, 
and so good railroad legislation went under in 
the stampede to the ‘‘swamp angel.

What with individual wealth and corporation 
aggregates, the opportunities of the man who 
relies upon his own exertions to rise in the 
world are constantly lessening. We find here 
much of the reason for the uneasiness that ex- 
ists in the la Classes of the community. 

Formerly the American mechanic or mer- 
chant worked for a purpose. There was a 
definite aim in life before him. He labored to 
become himself an employer. He had the am- 
bition to possess a shop ora store of his own, 
in which he should cease to be one of the em- 
ployed, and take his place in the ranks of 
those who had responsibilities and prospects 
beyondthem. The tendency of the times is now 
all against this. The invention ef machinery 
has done much to make it so; the creation of 
corporations hus been a long step farther in 
this direction, and the grasping disposition in 
business of comparatively few individuals has 
come in to complete the circle. It is thus 
closed against outsiders. He who would en- 
ter must break through ft by extraordinary 
effort, if he gets inside it at all, taking it as the 
kingdom of heaven is saidto be taken, by 
violence. Small businesses, whether in mer- 
chandise, manufactures or mechanics, are de- 
coming less practicable to success with every 
day. The large businesses literally crush 
them out, and absorb those whose business 
ruin they have wrought intheir own train of 
servitors. 

Here is the cause of much of the discontent 
ot labor in our day. Its opportunities to bet- 
ter itself as an American aspires to be bet- 
tered are less, and they are lessening. 


Value of Land in London.

A site was offered for letting on building 
lease by auction yesterday at the Mart, which 
illustrates the great value of land in good 
positions inthe city of London. The site in 
question is that now occupied by the old build- 
ing 14, 5 and 16 St. Swithin’s lane, embracing 
a total area of 2,036 feet, having a frontage to 
St. Swithin’s lane of 6&3 feet 7 inches, anda 
frontage to Salters’ Hall court in the rear.

the construction of banking premises or as an 
investment did not transpire. The price 
agreed to be paid represents a rental of justa 
little over 11 shillings per square foot.

The decision of the New York Supreme Court 
that the law does not forbid hotel-keepers 
serving liquors on Sunday to their guests with 
meais, and not as beverages, has mostillog- 
ically made rum almost as free as ever in New 
York city. The hotel-keepers last Sunday 
served liquors with crackers and cheese, 
some only in rooms o in their bar-rooms, 
at tables; while the grogshops opened thaelr_ 
side-doors, in the belief that there would en- 
sue a general relaxation of the police sur- 
velllance, and it seems they had some justi- 
fication, for there were fow arrests. There 
were a number of the ,first-class hotels, haw- 
ever, that adhered stfictiy to the only honor- 
able interpretatien of\the decision, and served 
liquors only at real Meals, and to persons 
actually stopping at the house.

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PETROLEUM AS FUEL. 


Satisfactory Experiments Made by the Pena- 

. — a 
Prrranund, Fa., July 4.—The fact that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Oompany has been 
making experiments in the use of petroleum 
as fuel on some ot its engines has already 
bee anced. It is interesting to know 
that all the experiments bave been attended 
with success. In speaking of the matter, T. N. 
Ely, superintendent of the motive power of 
the company, gave information which can not 
fail to prove interesting to the reader and the 
general public. 

He sald: For some months a passenger 
locomotive has been running west of Altoona, 
and within a few days has made several trips 
between Altoona and Pittsburg, hauling reg- 
ular passenger trains, the fuel used being the 
residuum of oil refineries. The attention of 
tae officers of the Pennsylvania Railroad was 
attracted to reports published in English en- 
gineering journals in regard toa method in 
use on the Grazi Tsaritzin Raliway in South- 
eastern Russia, where oll was burned upon a 
large number of locomotives. 

„A representative was sent to Russia, who 
found in successful use upon all the locomo- 
tives of the Grazi Tsaritzin Railway a method 
for burning residuum, which method had been 
developed by Mr. Thomas Urquhart, Locome- 
tive Superintendent ofthe road. In applying 
Mr. Urquart’s system to the Pennsylvania 
Railroad locomotives it was necessary to make 
a number of modifications, due to the fact that 
the speed is greater and the size of the looo- 
motives much in excess of those used in Rus- 


sia. 


*‘*THE FINAL RESULTS, 


however, have been very satisfactory, and it 
is indeed a novelty to see a fast express train 
running without smoke or cinders. The work 
ot the fireman is ideal, 1 simply in 
th anagement of a small handwheel, which 
co isthe amount of oil delivered to the 
fire-box, the device being so sensitive that the 
slightest turn of the wheel enables 
him to supply more or less oil to meet 
any change in the condition of the work 
to be done dy the locomotive. In the 
trips referred to between Pittsburg and Al- 
toona, the average number of cars hauled was 
seven, and on one occasion twenty-five min- 
utes were made up on the schedule time of the 
day express, the locomotive steaming very 
freely at all times. The average amount of 
oll consumed on the westward trip was 4,511 ,025 
pounds, and on the eastward trip 38,985.20 
pounds. 

„We cannot well give the details of the con- 
struction of Mr. Urqukart's device without 
the aid of drawings, but may say briefly that 
outeide of the fire-box, near the bot- 
tom, is located an injector- like ar- 
rangement weighing about forty pounds, 
consisting of an inner and outer 
tube. A ferrule is put through the fire-box 
legs, large enough to receive the outer tube 
which dees not project into the fire-box. In- 
side the fire-box is constructed a bonnet- 
shaped fire-brick arch with its open end 
toward the injector-like arrangement just de- 
scribed, with suitable dampers 
FOR THE ADMISSION OF AIR. 

„A tank for the oil is piaced in the tender 
in the space usually occupied by coal. In 
order to start the arrangement it is necessary 
to take steam from another boiler, or air from 
a compressed air tank. A regulating wheel 
allows the oil to pass into the outer tube, being 
drawn along by a jet of steam or air in the 
inner tube. The steam, orair, and oil com- 
bining, form aspray, which is lighted, and in 
about 2 nutes produces enough heat 
to make the locomotive ready for tue road. 

‘* Admitting that the practical part of burning 
oll in locomotives or stationary boilers has 
been snccessfully worked out as described, 
which we may safely do after the information 
gained from the Pennsylvania Kailroad and the 
Grazi Tsaritzin Railway, we are led to look at 
the matter from a commercial standpoint as 
relating to the economy in the use of oll, as 
compared with coal. e have the ln 
data which are the result of careful expert- 
ment, confirmed by a chemical examination of 
coal and oil. 

‘‘ONE POUND OF PETROLEUM 

successfully burned will generate as nuch 
steam under the same circumstances as 


would one and three-quarter pounds of 
coal. In locomotive practice, when the 
cost of handlin fuel, dis ing 


* 


of ashes, and the diminished repairs to the fire 
boxes of locomotives is taken into considera- 
tion, it is found that one pound of oll is as val- 
uable as two pounds of coal. The oll pre- 
ferred weighs om an average seven and three- 
tenth pounds per gallon; therefore, six and 
one-half barrels of oil, at forty-two gallons per 
barrel, would make exactly oneton. In order 
to ascertaip the relative economy for heat 
production, the cost of six and one-half bar- 
reis, divided by one and three-fourths, gives 
an equivalent value of coal. 

These figures will vary when heavy or 
light oil is used. The prospect of any gen- 
eral use of petroleum for fuel is not favor-, 
able. The Pennsylvania Railroad alone burns 
about 6,000 tons of coal each day, which. 
would consume over one-third of the total | 
daily production of the United States. 
It could hardly be questioned, however, 
that there is a demand for a limited 
use of oll as fuel for stationary boiler 
purposes in localities where smoke and cin- 
ders from coal are o jonable, and in loco- 
motives running in cities and on hbigh-ciass 
trains where itis possible that an increased 
expenditure would be warranted. 

EVEN THIS LIMITED USE, 
should it come about, would in the aggre- 
gate amount to a very large cousump- 
tion of oil. Judeing from past experi- 
ences in matters of this kind, the natural 
tendency would be for refiners to increase 
their price, and possibly to such an extent 
that those desiring to use the oll could not af- 
ford to do so in competition with coal, and 
would have to seek some other means of ob- 
taining the advantages which the oll had given 
them. The public generally are interested in 
this question to the extent ot theirownm com- 
fort, and we trust that those controlling the 
oil market may be able to sell taeir product in 
such a way that it will be possible for rall- 
reads and manufacturers to use it.

This little volume, 80 far as can be gathered 
from the information supplied on the title 
page and elsewhere, is a new edition of a work 
first published in 1880. A hasty glance at the 
title and surname ot the author might lead a 
careless observer to suppose that the book 
was a humorous one by the respected junior ed- 
itor of Texas Siftings, but further investigation 
would lead toa revision ofthis conclusion. 
Any work more serious than How to Travel’’ 
by the author of The Boy Travelers’’ could 
scarcely be bound within two covers. Itis a 
very prolonged lesson on the art or traveling, 
and contains directions of a minute and ex- 
haustive kind, on every possible subject 
whereon amateur travelers would be likely 
to need instructions. There are also some 
directions which persons other than travelers 
might lay to heart with advantage as for ex- 
ample on page 16. 

Keep your disposition as unruffled as poss!- 
ble at all times and even when angry inside, 
don’t let the anger come to the surface. 

Judging from some of the descriptions and 
suggestions with respect to the treatment a 
traveler is likely to meet with in various 
portions of the world, at hotels and else- 
where, this advice should be carefully noted 
in his pocket-book before starting on his 
travels. For the rest the book is a handy lit- 
tle volume of a size suited to the pocket, with 
dark covers absolutely bulging with the 
amount and variety of the valuable informa- 
tion inclosed.

thoughts and meditations of a man who 
was in the habit of transferring the same 
to paper and placing the slips in a padlocked- 
drawer. Thereis a mixture of humor,satire and 
refiection inthe work that is not palatable. 
It reminds one forcibly of a plum pudding 
over-spiced. ‘‘Whisky and water is a spoilin’ 
of two good things. remarked a sage of 
the olden time. In ‘‘A Club of One’’ the 
humor and cynicism react upon one an- 
other and spoil the flavor of both. One 
does not expect a miserable hypochondriac 
of morbid tendencies and general hatred of 
mankind to beconstantly giving birth between 
his paroxysms to wise and sage reflections 
upon things in general from Dante to the 
East Wind, and from ancient and modern 
Quakerism tothe dimensions of hell. How- 
ever there are some sage refisctions in the 
book for those who care to peruse it, and 
many paragraphs that will come in handy for 
the commonplace book.

making alinost every page interesting. When 

his readers (or perhaps himself as a writer) 

are getting tired of the situation in the old 
world, be suddenly transports them on the 
flash of the electric current to an equally

Africa or some other remote corner of aggres- 

sive civilization. He keeps this up through 
about six volumes of an ordinary English

JOHN c. BRECKINRIDGE. 


A Rominiscence of Gen. Roger Hansen and 
the Charge of the Orphan Brigade.” 


Ephraim Prindle’’ Graves in Austin (Tex.) States- 
man. 


I call to mind to-night the last time I 
saw John C. Breckinridge. Itis brought 
back to me after thirteen years by the fact 
that a bronze statue is to be placed in the 
Court-house yard at Lexington, Ky., in 
honor of the idol of that grand old Com- 
monwealth. The further fact that the 
Confederate memorial day” has just 

assed vivifies itto my mental vision, for 
t was on the 26th of May, 1874, that I last 
saw him. 

lt was memorial day, honored in Ken- 
tucky—especially honored at Lexington, 
where gallant sons of the State sleep 
’neath the sward, and graves of unknown 
heroes dot many A aw in the city of the 
dead. Gen. Breckinridge had just re- 
turned from New York. He had gone 
there to consult Dr. Sayre regarding the 
malady which finally killed him, and had 
submitted to a painful operation. He was 

ale, weak and bore upon his magnificent 

ace evidences of the suffering he had en- 
dured. 

The grave of Roger Hansonin the Lex- 
ington cemetery can be found at the foot 
of a massive elm tree that grows close to 
one of the main drives through the ground. 
Itis buta short way on from the spot 
where John H. Morgan and his brother 
Tom sleep side by side, and at the time I 
speak of was unmarked, save by a rude 
and simple cross. It was here I saw 
Breckinridge. He was reclining in his 
carriage, while Mrs. Breckinridge was 
engaged in placing wreaths of immortelles 
upon the sod above the dust of the chival- 
rous Hanson. 

It was in the Jate evening, and the sun- 
light just peeped through the big elms 
and beech trees beyond the cemetery, but 
Gen. Breckinridge seemed to care nothin 
for the hour. As Isaluted him he — 5 
We are here, my wife and I, to decorate 
Hanson’s grave. I don’t think that I 
would have come out at all to-day but to 
do this. I loved Roger-Hanson. He was 
one of my truest and best of com- 
manders.’’ 

There was a brief pause, then he contin- 
ued: ‘‘I shall never forget the last time I 
saw him before he was shot down. Bragg 
had summoned his general officers 10 
headquarters after the first day's fight at 
Murfreesboro for a conference. Gen. 
Hanson, who commanded one of my brig- 
ades, and J rode together tothe meeting, 
and i don’t think I ever saw him ina 
brighter mood. When we met Gen. Bragg, 


he first outlined his plan for 
the battle of the morrow and 
then asked the opinions of 


those around him. It was criticized and 
objected to, but to no purpose. he 
held to hisown opinion, and gave his di- 
rections to hig division commanders for 
the bloody work that was to come. It was 
pact 1 o clock in the morning when we left 

is tent, and Hanson and [rode together 
back to our quarters, which were not far 
apart. Instead of the cheerfulness that 
had marked his going, however, there 
wasagloom that] had to notice, and I 
asked him what was the matter. 

„General, he answered me, do you 
believe in premonitions!’ 

I told him no, of course; I did not, 
and started to rally him, but he inter- 
rupted me. 

I never did before to-night; now I 
do. Ihave a premonition now. There is 
something that tells me that, in execut- 
ing the orders which that d—d fool 
Bragg has insisted on to-night, lam going 
to end my part in the war.’ 

“TI tried to cheer him up, but it was no 
use, and I bade him good night with some- 
a of an uncomfortable feeling upon 
mo, forced by the suddenness which had 
marked the change in Roger’s mood.. We 
wentintothe fight, and what the result 
was you know as part of the history of the 
war. Whenthe news was brought to me 
that Hanson had been shot, I hastened 
with two ot my staff as yee | as possible 
to him, but he was dead, and as he lay 
there on the battlefield his remark of the 
night before came back to me with keen 
and cruel force.” 

As he concluded, Gen. Breckinridge 
rested his head upon his hand and lost 
himseif in thought until his wife, havin 
finished her loving task, camé up au 
touched him gently upon the arm. He 


the mound at the foot of the big elm tree, 
now covered with wreaths and garlands, 
and, with a sigh, said: ‘‘Poor Hanson; his 
premonition was correct. Oh! how Bragg 
slaughtered my brave boys that day.“ 

Reaching out his hand to me he said the 
two words, “Good-bye,” the wheels 
turned on the graveled drive, and I saw 
the brilliant, brave and tender Breckin- 
ridge no more. 

Little more thana year went by until 
Kentucky mourned the loss of this gallant 
son, and his lifeless form was borne to the 
same green hill, attended by mourning 
thousands, there to rest until the drum- 
beat of eternity is heard.

THE BARBECUE. 


A BIG CROWD ENJOYS THE ORATORY AND 
THE OXEN. 


Forest Park Lawns a Scene of Life and 
Activity — Firing of a National Salute 
and Reading of the Declaration of In- 


Carried Out by Local Talent — Distin- 
guished Speakers Who ‘Failed to Come. 


Forest Park was the center of attraction for 
the pleasure-seekers.and those who desired to 
celebrate the day’s anniversary in style. 
From 9 o' clock the cars of the La- 
clede avenue line and the trains of the 
Wabash road were crowded with people, 
many with lunch baskets and many with eyes 
evidently fixed on the baked meats of the 
Hendricks Association barbecue. The car- 
riage roads were not so crowded. The 
sun's rays beat down too warmly for eques- 
trians and Lindell avenue, the principal thor- 
oughfare to the park, had probably no more 
than twenty vehicles on its entire length at 
any one time. The cars emptied load after ioad 
into the park, however, and soon the lawns 
began to bear that appearance of life and ac- 
tivity that usually characterizes them on the 
afternoon of a Sunday in summer. 
The barbecue grounds drew together a 
larger number of people than could be found 
on any otherofthe lawns. Big signals along 
the roads leading into the park 


showed the direction to the spot 
where the stand had been erected for 
the exercises and the meats were being

Across 
the road was a smalier stand intended for the 
band but it was not brought into service.

THE BARBECUE GROUNDS. 

Three long trenches had been dug, two of 
thirty-two feet each and one of fifty feet. In 
these trenches fires had been started at 11 
o’clock last night. At 2:30 this morning 
the meat was hung over these 
trenches to cook. There was prepared 
ten oxen weighing nearly 1,000 pounds each, 
fifteen calves of 250 pounds each and thirty 


sheep. The oxen had deen divided 
into uarters and the calves in- 
to halves. These huge pieces ot 


meat were strung on heavy wooden poles 
and suspended above the trenches where they 
were turned and dressed asthey cooked. In 
addition to the meat there was 3,000 pounds of 
bread. 

Provisions were estimated enough to feed 
15,000 men. Preparations had been made to 
feed 600 at once, tin plates and cups having 
been provided on substantial tables. The 
barbecue was under the supervision of Archie 
Graham. 

Through the early morning hours the band 
stationed near the speakers’ stand played for 
the amusement ofthe crowd. Everything was 


in readiness for the ceremonies at 
11 O' clock. Col. Dave Caruth had 
the speakers on hand, excepting the 


distinguished visitors, Senators Voorhees and 
Vest and Gen. Black, who were not in the city. 
Only the cannon neceesary for the firing of the 
national salute was lacking. 

At 11:20 the long-expected piece of artillery 
arrived and was stationed ata point about ten 


yards south of the speakers’ stand. The 
band played ‘-Hail Columbia’’ while 
the artillerymen were loading. As 
the last note died away, the 


cannon belched forth and a huge cloud of 
gray smoke rolled from its mouth across the 
green field toward the timber. The crowd that 
stood about forgot to cheer inthe more ab- 
sorbing occupation of stopping up their ears 
to protect their tympana. 

Fifteen shots were fired by the battery squad, 
Sergt. Johnson, Corporais Rumbold and Bain 
and privates Noyes, Bryden and Gamble. Then 
the firing was suspended and the speakers 
took their seats in the stand. 

PRESIDENT CARUTH 
opened the ceremonies:. He said: 

Fellow citizens: We have met this day under 
the auspices of the Hendricks Democratic As- 
sociation of this city forthe purpose of cele- 
brating the one hundred and cieventh anni- 
versary of the independence of the 
United States, and we extend a hearty 
welcome to each and every citizen of all polit- 
ical creods who are with us to-day, and hope 
that all may enjoy themselves and return to 
their homes with the proud consciousness of 
having participated in celebrating the birth- 
day of the grandest republic on earth. 
Mr. Caruth then introduced Miss Lilife Pierce, 
who, attired as the Goddess of Liberty, deliv- 
ered the Declaration of Independence. She 
was greeted with frequent applause. 

Mr. Caruth then introduced the first speaker 
of the day, 

1 ROBERT HK. KERN. 

Mr. Kern delivered an extempore address on 
»The Beauties of Liberty. e was followed 
by Col. Geo. W. Anderson, who in a happy 
effort brought ridicule on the Tuttles of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. He said 
he expected to live out this century 
and to go down to his grave with the President 
ofthe Hendricks Association wrapped in the 
star-spangied banner singing Dixie and Hail 
Columbia together. 

Mr. Anderson was fellowed by Charles B. 
Stark. At the conclusion of his speech, about 


Qo’clock, the meeting adjourned and the 
rowd went over to the barbecue 
and fed. Meantime the artillery corps fired 


the balance of the salute. After the crowd 
had been fed, speaking was resuméd,and KE. P. 
Watson of Bentonville, Ark., W. C. Marshall 
and others entertained the crowd with spread 
eng le oratory. 

In the afternoon the crowd at the park 
swelled to enormous proportions.

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THAT FORFEITED GAME. 


President Von der Ahe Says Ke Will Protest 
to the Bitter End. 


President Von der Ahe and the champions 
returned home this morning from Louisville, 
where the champions captured one game, lost 
one and under a ruling of the wild-eyed school 
teacher, Ben Young, forfeited one. In refer- 
ence tothe latter President Von der Ahe has 
already entered protest against the forfeit, 
and will push his claims fot it before the 
American Association.

Umpire Young compelled us to forfeit the 
game yesterday, by reason of Capt.

Young had no right to de- 
cide the game against us simply because we 
refused to continue to play in a drenching 
rain. The weather was very thregtening all 
day, and when we started in it looked very 
bad. The rain came down pretty fast during 
the first inning and we were compelled to seek 
shelter. It looked as though we would 
not be able to continue, and by right we 
should not have done so. President Phelps 
of the Louisville club urged upon us the possi- 
bility of the loss of the receipté if two innings 
were not played, and, rather than see so clever

time rain came down 
pretty hard. After a while it let upa little 
and we not only completed the first inning but 
finished the second, Just as we were about to
